On St Vincent, too, T lunched at a plantation where the 
crop is coconuts—6,500,000 of them in 1964, To get there 
I drove along the rugged windward coast until T came to 
Rabacca Dry River, a miniature canyon sliced into the 
lank of Soufriére, a volcano whose forbidding bulk domi- 
nates the northern end of the Island. Earth and beaches 
looked like packed coal dust as a result of the fallout from 
the voleana, Its eruption in 1902 preceded by one day the 
disastrous explasion of Mont Pelée on Martinique. 

Beyond, I found Orange Hill Estate existing as an almost 
foudal community. I drove fit through groves of towering 
palms where women gathered fallen nuts into piles for 
men to husk. Next, Cyril Barnard, part awner of the estate, 
showed me the processing area 

"Vou saw the outer husks being stripped off," he ex 
plained, “and now these women ure splitting the inner 
shell to remove the meat, which goes into hot-air dryers 
for 17 hours. It will come out as copra—63 percent of it oil, 
used for soap, shampoo, margarine, oF for cooking oF sun- 
tan lotion, Nothing is wasted. The outer husks fire our fur- 
natces, the fluid is given to pigs, and the meal left over after 
pressing is good feed for other stock. Charcoal made from 
the shell is used in gas masks 

The workers of Orange Hill live in rent- and taxfree 
cottages built by the estate, and are provided electrici 
generated by diesel engines. The community is almost self- 
sui ‘and mechanics; 
it raises its own cattle, poultry, vegetables, and fruit.

And every year the food pattern is different — 
many trees fruit plentifully only every other 
year, and seasonal variations greatly influence 
the firoe when the various foods are avall- 
able So the “fruiting” of bananas in a dif- 
ferent place (of course, we imported them to 
the reserve by the boatload) seemed natural: 
enough to the chimps. Soon even the more 
timidl hegan to lose their fear of us 

‘Sometimes this made living a little difficult.

We have also seen the chimpanzees usin 
leaves for yet another purpose: They often 
wipe themselves clear of any sticky aru 
pleasant substance—mud, blood, food resi 
ue Mothers usually wine themselves im- 
rmetlately with handfuls of leaves if they are 
accidentally dirtied by their babies 

Thus the chimpansee puts to good use 
‘many uf the objects of his envieanment: sticks 
and stems to. probe for insects as food, und 
leaves for drinking and wiping himselt 

He also uses sticks und stones as means of 
enbianeing his excitement displays and, very 
rarely, ay weapons. In this context, I have 
been surprised that the Gombe Stream chim 
panzees have not developed aimed throwing 
for attack and ikefense. We have seen chimps 
im and throve objects an very few aceasions 
—and even then only two of the missiles were 
large enough to have caused damage hud 
they hit their objective 

In some scientific circles a cantroversy 
tums on the question of whether early: man 
first used objects as tools of as weapons One 
cenainly cannot draw concrete conclusions 
from this chimpanzee community. But the 
examples T haye given amply demonstrate 
that these chimps, though seldom using oby- 
jects as weapons, have reached a high level of 
development in selecting and manipulating 
bjeets for use as tool 


‘Young Chimps Delight in Toys 


Soitie objects are putto yet another purpose 
—they'serve asioys, because wild chimpancee 
‘offspring, just like human children, love to 
play with objects as well as each other. Ther 
forest home provides some wonderful play’ 
things, One isthe round! hard-shelled fruit of 
the Strychnor tree, about the size of a tennis 
ball. Younis chimps often plage with these, 
but it was Figan who perfected the art.

Problems of the Growing Male 


Adwlescence for chimpanses, as for hue 
mans, is a trying time For the male chimp, 
puberty: begins at seven oF eight years AL 
this age he starts fo leave his mother for lon:

aidolescetice he Ireauently returns to her 

Within his family group the stalus of the 
‘young male gradually improves His mother 
begs for food from him instead of snatching 
it Ihe flies into a rage, she screams and runs 
ff instead of ignoring him 

Outside the family circle. however, the 
social life of the growing chimp becomes 
‘more difficult. As a juvenile he was seldom 
threatened or attacked, but now he must learn 
to behave with respect sand caution toward 
older individuals, And so adolescent males, 
seldom at ease among their elders, teril to 
spend more atid more time on their own, 

T remember one occasion when young Pepe 
arrived at New Camp alone at dusk. Since 
many chimps aire uneasy in the presence of

Tn those days it was chiefly the rich who 
could afford a visit to the park, Yellowstone 
tours went by stagecoach, and the cost in L914 
was $3010 S50 per person, These wealthy tour- 
ints tempted outlaws, and as fecontly as 1915 
a stagecoach party was held up and robbed. 

Automobiles were admitted to the park in 
1915, and today’ on. some of the roads in tid 
summer they are almost bumper to bumper. 
In one ten-day period last summer 250,000 
people entered Yellowstone. most of thei by 
car and many’ with their own rolling homes 
like ours—trailers or truck-campers 


Isa Lake Sends Water West and East 


On our trip through the park ane around 
the Grand Loop Road. we crossed the Conti- 
ental Divide several times. Tiny’ Isa Lake, 
Fight beside the road, sits squarely on the di- 
vide, and when melting shows make it over- 
flow, it drains both to the Pacific, via the 
Lewis, Snake, and Columbia Rivers, and to 
the Gulf af Mexico, by: way of the Yellow- 
stone, the Missouri, and the Mississippi. This 
Jnke had ice on it until the third week of June, 
and even two weeks later, in July, we saw 
snow by the side of the road. 

Bears roam Yellowstone as if they owned 
the phice. Tourists encourage the bears and 
are surprised when they are not as willing to 
pose as Yogi and Booboo are in the comics 

A sow bear with her new cubs is great for 
pictures but also dangerous. Many of the ae 
idents here, I was told, are caused by sow 
hears attacking people watching their cubs. 
Peapile are not supposed to feed the bears, but 
they do, F must asinit that when I first saw a 
fuzzy black eub, Ttoo was tempted and want 
ed to take him home. But I was easily per- 
suaded to abundon my designs and even to 
keep my hands inside the car 

“Bear Jams" tie up traffic every few miles, 
Dut our caravan finally arrived at Old Fiuth- 
ful (pares 892-3), Last season this world- 
famous geyser averawed an eruption every 67 
minutes, but the period ean be as short as 35 
minutes or as lonig as %, 

‘While waiting with hundreds of others by 
the steaming cone, I felt like an ancient Greek 
sy waiting for a message fram the oracle at 
Delphi, Within the earth thete is an intricate 
hhatural plumbing system, Steam pressure 
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built up Until at last i explodes tons of hat 
water into the aie 

‘No two eruptions of Old Faithful ever look 
quite the same. They vary in height from 110 
to 180 feet and last about four minutes. 

Next we saw Grand Prismatic Spring, four 
‘or five acres in extent, Tt is a heautifud pool 
colored by algae and blued by the sky, There 
fare many’ of these steaming-hot, jewel-like 
pools ih the salphur-smeliing Yellowstone 
thermal areas, and you are constantly aware 
how thin a crust separates you here frora the 
hot interior of the earth, 

At Mamimoth Hot Springs a mountait is 
Tnerally turning itself inside out, because lime 
in solution fromdeep limestone beds iscarried 
‘up by hot water and deposited on the outside, 

Yellowstone's other main attractions are its 
Digiey lake, with boiling pools just a few feet 
way. and the Grand Canyon of the Yellow 
Stone with its spectacular falls (page 894) 

There are many fine vantage points over- 
looking the falls, but a ehill wind was whip~ 
ping hats and hair and it was as cold as a 
boagle's nose. The ranger said it gets dawn to 
66 degrees below xero in wie 

‘This is more a matter of altitude than of 
latitucle. We passed the 4-dezree north la 
tude marker on our way to the North En- 
trance, so Yellowstone lies just halfway be 
tween the Equator and the North Pole. But 
the averaye altude in the park is about a 
mile and a half above seat level 


Where 


Swinging eastward now through Montana, 
we camped at Custer Battlefield National 
‘Monument, by the Little Bighorn River A 
full moon cast a ghostly glow over the white 
markers of graves on the battlefield (page 
896), and I Felt almost as if we were campla 
in a graveynird. However, the white slabs only 
mark where Custer and bis cavalrymen fell 
and were buried for the first five years The 
bodies later were moved, many to be rebitriedl 
under the battlefield monument, Custer’s to

Near Ely we (onk to canoes for a tip 
through the wilds of the Boundary Waters 
Canoe Ared First I flew along it ina pontoon

No one, he explained, is allowed to cut a 
{ree in this restricted region near the Canatli- 
aan border. The canoe is the mode of trans- 
portation, and in only few places are motors 
allowed. There are few roads, and you have 
the feeling of real wilderness (paues 808-903), 
Secretary Freeman tole me that an ourthiree- 
day trjy we ssould sce not a single howe, 

We started off like voyauours in quest of 
beaver pelts," but instead we were out to 
collect memories. For the first half male we 
farried our canoes and gear, but rather than 
toling 1wo Wepound packs Tike the French 
traders, none of us had to carry a pack of 
more that 46 pounds. Then we paddled, but 
after whut seemed only-a fewstrokes we came 
1w another portage. We unlonded the canoes 
fand reloaded ourselves, Finally, after acting 
like pack mules still a third time, we thank- 
{ully reboarded our erait and glided on 

‘Trolling, in a lake, 1 caught two northern 
pike. Te was geeat fun, but they wete very 
small, 50 like Secretary Freeman, T threw 
them back in the name of conseryation 

‘That night we had a songfest. We sat on 
logs and blended our voices with Secretary 
Freeman's to such tunes as "Cool Water” and 
Red River Valley.”

(On our second day out We eanoed all day
